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PREFACE 


This  digest  is  intended  as  a  brief  description  of  bills  and  constitu- 
tional amendments  introduced  prior  to  the  constitutional  recess,  Jan- 
uary 31,  1943,  arranged  in  the  same  numerical  sequence  as  in  the  Semi- 
Final  History,  summaries  of  Senate  measures  preceding  those  of  the 
Assembly. 

These  summaries  do  not  purport  to  analyse  precisely  the  entire 
contents  of  the  measures  introduced,  but  rather  to  indicate  the  general 
nature  of  the  proposals  with  only  such  attention  to  details  as  has  been 
possible  in  view  of  the  time  element  and  other  factors  involved. 

No  Subject  List  is  being  prepared  for  this  session.  A  Table  of 
Sections  Affected,  showing  the  code  sections  and  sections  of  general 
laws  proposed  to  be  amended,  added,  or  repealed  appears  in  this 
volume.

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SENATE  BILLS 


S.B.  1— BIGGAR.  (Lab.)  Adds  Ch.  9,  Pt.  3,  Div.  2,  Lab.  C,  rp  incoiporation 
and  regulation  of  labor  organizations. 

Requires  every  labor  organization  baving  23  or  more  meml>ers  to  incorporate 
and  deposit  bond  of  $10  per  member  conditioned  on  faithful  performance  of  duties  by 
officers.    Bond  also  to  be  trust  fund  for  benefit  of  judgment  creditors  of  organization. 

Prescribes  qualification  for  officers;  regulates  elections. 

Provides  for  hearing  and  rehearing  by  organization  and  review  by  superior 
court  before  member  may  be  fined,  suspended,  or  expelled. 

Requires  tvpo-tbirds  vote  before  funds  may  be  spent  for  political  purposes  and 
before  strike  may  be  declared  or  settled. 

Prohibits  jurisdictional  picketing.  Prohibits  strikes  in  war  or  defense  indus- 
tries whenever  a  state  of  war  exists.  Prohibits  lilacklisting  of  members  who  leave 
organization. 

Requires  annual  financial  report  to  be  filed.    Report  to  be  public  record. 
Limits  amount  of  fees  and  asses.sraents. 

S.B.  2— CRITTENDEN.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  C91,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  striped  bass. 

Present  law  permits  taking  striped  bass  with  one  rod  and  either  not  more  than 
three  single  hooks  or  one  lure  and  not  more  than  three  triple  hooks. 

Bill  eliminates  restriction  to  one  rod  and  provides  that  not  more  than  three 
hooks,  artificial  lures  excepted,  may  be  used  on  one  line. 

S.B.  3 — DILLINGER.  (Elec.)  Amends,  adds,  and  repeals  numerous  sections, 
Elec.  C.,  re  absent  voters'  ballots. 

Allows  more  time  in  which  to  file  an  application  for  an  absent  voter's  ballot. 
Requires  absent  voter's  ballots  to  be  marked  by  stamp. 

Provides  detailed  plan  for  counting  of  absent  voters'  ballots  by  precinct  board 
rather  than  election  board. 

S.B.  4 — ENGLE.    Amends  Sees.  4026  and  4026.1,  Pol.  C.,  providing  for  resignation, 
with  right  of  reinstatement,  of  all  county  and  township  officers  and 
employees,  serving  in  armed  forces  of  State  or  United  States. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

Chapter  15,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  February  5,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  5— FLETCHER.  (Lab.)  Adds  Cb.  9,  Pt.  3,  Div.  2,  Lab.  C,  requiring 
financial  records  and  reports  and  annual  elections  of  officers  by  labor 
organizations. 

S.B.  6— GORDON.  (Transp.)  Amends  Sees.  50  and  372,  Veh.  C,  re  weight  fees 
and  "unladen  weight." 
Provides  that  removable  sideboards  and  end  gates  installed  for  occasional  use 
on  commercial  vehicle  weighing  unladen  3,400  pounds  or  less  are  not  part  of  unladen 
weight  of  vehicle  when  vehicle  is  used  primarily  on  premises  of  owner.  Increases 
minimum  weight  of  vehicles  subject  to  weight  fee  from  3,000  to  3,400  pounds. 

S.B.  7— JUDAH  AND  FLETCHER.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Ch.  8.5,  Div.  9, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  delayed  registration  of  l)irths,  marriages  and  deaths. 

Provides  procedure  for  registration  of  previously  unregistered  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  occurring  in  this  State,  by  filing  application  with  the  State  Registrar, 
local  registrar  or  county  recorder  where  event  occurred,  together  with  documentary 
proof.  Provides  for  filing  fee  of  $4:  $3  to  State;  $1  to  county  or  city.  Declares 
making  or  filing  of  false  oath  a  misdemeanor  and  provides  for  civil  penalty  of  $500, 
three-quarters  to  be  paid  to  State  and  one-quarter  to  county  or  city  in  which  record 
is  filed.  Creates  Vital  Statistics  Fund  and  appropriates  $10,000  together  with  fees 
for  administration  of  act ;  $10,000  to  be  returned  in  1945  to  General  Fund. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 
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S.B.  8— MIXTER.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sees.  4026  and  4026.1,  Pol.  C,  providing 
for  resignation,  with  right  of  rplnstatement,  of  county  officers  and  employees, 
serving  in  armed  forces  of  United  States  or  this  State. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  9— PARKMAN.    Adds  Sec.  3721,  Pol.  C,  re  sanitary  districte. 

Provides  that  organization  of  sanitary  district  completed  between  February  1st 
and  first  Monday  in  March,  1943,  is  effective  for  purposes  of  assessment  and  taxation 
if  statement  and  map  have  been  filed  with  county  a.ssessor  before  third  Monday  in 
March. 

Chapter  5,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  January  25,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  10— QUINN.    (F.  &  G.)    Repeals  Sec.  64.5  and  amends  Sec.  1270,  F.  &  G.  C, 
re  District  If. 
Repeals  Sec.  64.5,  which  defines  District  If. 

Deletes  reference  to  District  1|  in  Sec.  1270,  which  makes  open  season  for 
deer  in  that  district  August  1st  to  September  15th,  thus  making  season  in  area  now 
in  District  IJ,  September  16th  to  October  15th. 

S.B.  11— SWAN  AND  OTHERS.  (Inactive  File.)  Amends  Sees.  3.370  and 
3.371,  Sch.  C,  and  Sees.  8821  and  8822,  Ed.  C,  re  admission  of  students 
to  junior  colleges. 

Permits  principal  of  two-year  junior  colleges  to  admit  student  capable  of  profit- 
ing from  instruction  who  has  not  graduated  from  high  school.  Requires  recom- 
mendation of  high  school  principal  for  admission  to  other  than  .special  classe.s  if 
student  is  under  18  and  has  attended  high  school,  or  without  recommendation  if  he 
has  not  attended  high  school.  Permits  principal  of  four-year  junior  college  to  admit 
student  under  same  conditions,  except  if  he  is  under  16  and  has  not  completed  tenth 
grade  and  has  attended  high  school,  recommendation  of  high  .school  principal  is 
required  for  admission  to  other  than  special  classes. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  12 — SWAN.  (Elec.)  Adds,  amends,  and  repeals  numerous  sections,  Elec.  C, 
making  legislative  offices  nonpartisan. 

-  S.B.  13— FLETCHER.    (Lab.)    Adds  Sec.  1160.  Lab.  C,  re  union  work  cards. 

Requires  affiliated  labor  organizations  to  accept  without  charge  transfers  of 
members'  work  cards. 

S.B.  14 — SEAWELL.  Appropriates  $5,000  for  mileage  of  officers  and  members  of 
Senate. 

Chapter  3,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  January  8,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  15 — SWING.    New  act,  providing  salary  increases  for  State  employees. 

Appropriates  $731,755  to  Salary  Emergency  Fund  for  salary  increases  to  June 
30,  1943. 

Provides  $25  per  month  increase  for  each  employee  whose  salary  does  not 
exceed  $300  per  month,  and  $20  per  month  salary  increase  for  each  employee  whose 
salary  exceeds  .$.300  per  month.  Not  to  apply  to  employees  whose  compensation  is 
based  upon  prevailing  rates  of  wages. 

Chapter  9,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  February  1,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  16— McCORMACK.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Adds  Sec.  06a,  C.  C.  P.,  and  amends  Sec. 
737vv,  Pol.  C,  re  superior  court  judges  in  Solano  County. 
Increases  number  from  one  to  two.    Provides  for  appointment  of  new  judge  by 
Governor,  and  subsequent  election  of  successor  in  1944. 

S.B.  17— McCORMACK.  Amends  Act  5847,  the  State  Employees'  Retirement  Act, 
re  retention  in  State  service  until  October  1,  1945,  or  the  earlier  termina- 
tion of  the  war,  of  members  (other  than  Highway  Patrol)  who  would 
otherwise  be  retired  at  age  70,  upon  recommendation  of  head  of  office  and 
medical  examination  indicating  fitness  for  duties. 
Chapter  21,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  February  9,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 
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S.B.  18 — ENGLE.  (Jud.)  Amends  Act  261,  re  ownership,  enjoyment,  and  occu- 
pancy of  real  property  by  aliens  ineligible  to  citizenship. 

Prohibits  alien  guardian  of  native-born  ward  from  farming,  operating  or  man- 
aging lands  of  estate  of  ward  except  for  use  and  benefit  of  ward,  and  prohibits  bene- 
ficial use  by  guardian.  Requires  monthly  and  special  reports  by  guardian  to  court, 
and  prohibits  ward  from  leaving  State  without  court  permission.  Limits  guardian's 
fees  to  his  actual  and  necessary  expenses.    Makes  noncompliance  ground  for  removal. 

Provides  for  escheat  of  interests  created  in  violation  of  act,  as  well  as  those  so 
acquired,  and  for  escheat  of  owner's  or  landlord's  interest  as  well  as  interest  of 
lessee.  Directs  proceedings  to  be  taken  against  both  landlord  or  owner  and  ineligible 
alien. 

Provides  for  State  repayment  to  county  of  costs  and  expenses  of  escheat  actions 
as  determined  by  court. 

Authorizes  Attorney  General  and  district  attorneys  to  bring  injunction  pro- 
ceedings to  prevent  violations  of  act,  and  to  bring  civil  actions  to  determine  whether 
agricultural  land  is  beiug  used  in  violation  of  act. 

Voids  all  agreements  for  beneficial  use  of  agricultural  lands  made  in  name  of 
wife  or  child  of  ineligible  alien,  or  any  other  person,  where  alien  allowed  to  enjoy 
beneficial  use  of  lands  or  have  beneficial  use  or  interest  in  proceeds  received  from  sale 
of  agricultural  crops  produced.  Makes  such  contracts  violation  of  act,  subject  to  all 
penalties  and  enforcement  procedures. 

Prohibits  ineligible  aliens  from  owning,  leasing,  controlling,  or  enjoying  bene- 
ficial use  of,  or  of  pi-oceeds  of,  any  lauds  in  State,  including  agricultural  lands,  city 
property,  and  property  used  for  agricultural  i>urposes. 

Penalizes  violations  of  act. 

S.B.  19— ENGLE.    (E.  &  G.)    Amends  Sees.  990,  990.1,  and  990.5,  F.  &.  G.  C,  re 
commercial  fishing  licenses. 
Provides  commercial  fi.sliiug  licenses  may  be  issued  only  to  citizens  or  persons 
eligible  to  become  citizens  and  deletes  provision  for  issuance  of  such  licenses  to 
corporations. 

S.B.  20— BIGGAU  AND  FLETCHER.    (Lab.)    New  act,  the  Labor  Relations  Act. 

Creates  Labor  Relations  Board,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor with  consent  of  Senate,  and  representing  employees,  employers,  and  general 
public.    Compensation  of  members  is  $.5,000  per  year. 

Provides  for  notice  to  board  of  labor  disputes  not  settled  within  five  days. 
Requires  board  to  hold  hearing  on  dispute  and  make  recommendations.  Allows  board 
to  submit  recommendation  to  vote  by  secret  ballot;  makes  majority  vote  final. 

Makes  it  unlawful  for  labor  organization  to  engage  in  strikes,  picketing,  or 
walk-out  prior  to  or  during  hearing  of  dispute  before  board,  or,  during  period  of  war, 
in  war  or  defense  industry,  or  to  call  or  aid  strike  not  authorized  by  majority  vote  of 
employees  involved  or  in  violation  of  written  contract  between  employees  and 
employers  involved. 

Prohibits  jurisdictional  picketing.  Prohibits  force  or  threats  of  force  in  picket- 
ing ;  makes  it  unlawful  to  prevent  employers  and  their  agents  from  having  control 
of  their  property  ;  prohibits  more  than  15  pickets  at  one  time. 

Appropriates  $80,000. 

S.B.  21 — BREED.  (L.  (Jov.)  Amends  Act  2827,  re  surplus  moneys  of  county;  city 
or  district. 

Authorizes  investment  in  notes,  as  well  as  bond§,  of  United  States,  the  State, 
and  public  districts. 

S.B.  22 — BREED.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  6393,  re  municipal  utilities  districts. 

Recasts  Sees.  7  and  12  of  act  into  two  series  of  shorter  sections.  Makes  minor 
changes  re  election  procedure  and  powers  of  district. 

S.B.  23— BIGG AR  AND  OTHERS.    (Elec.)    Adds,  amends,  and  repeals  numer- 
■  ous  sections,  Elec.  C,  making  all  offices  except  gubernatorial  and  congres- 
sional offices  nonpartisan. 

S.B.  24— E'LETCHER.    (F.  &  G.)    Adds  Sec.  30.7,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  kelp. 

Authorizes  Fish  and  Game  Commission  to  expend  funds  and  employ  expert 
assistance  for  research  on  harvesting  of  kelp. 
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S.B.  25— GORDON.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  117,  C.  C.  P.,  re  small  claims  courts. 

Provides  that  action  may  be  commenced  and  maintained  in  township  where 
personal  injury  or  injury  to  personal  property  occurred  or  where  any  defendant 
resides  at  time  action  is  commenced. 

S.B.  26— GORDOX.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  1425,  Pen.  C,  re  criminal  jurisdiction 
of  justices'  courts. 

Extends  jurisdictions  to  all  misdemeanors  except  where  jurisdiction  is  in 
juvenile  court. 

S.B.  27— GORDON.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  538,  C.  C.  P..  re  affidavits  for  attach- 
ment. 

Removes  requirement  that  character  or  nature  of  items  of  alleged  necessaries 
be  set  forth  in  affidavit  for  attachment  of  earnings. 

S.B.  28 — GORDON.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  117d,  C.  C.  P.,  re  time  for  appearance 
in  small  claims  courts. 
Extends  maximum  time  to  be  set  for  appearance  on  original  or  new  order 
from  15  to  30  days  from  issuance  of  order. 

S.B.  29— CRITTENDEN.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sees.  9201,  9202,  and  9203, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  cemeteries. 
Authorizes  cemetery  districts  to  acquire  any  cemeteries,  other  than  abandoned 
cemeteries,  within  their  boundaries.    Declares  that  cemetery  is  abandoned  through 
20  years  of  nonuse,  instead  of  25. 

S.B.  30 — JUDAH.    Amends  Sec.  660.5,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  taking  of  salmon. 

Shortens  season  for  taking  salmon,  when  only  two  per  day  may  be  taken,  in 
Districts  15,  16,  17,  and  18,  from  August  Ist-August  31st  to  Angu.st  16th-August  3l8t. 
Removes  conflict  with  commercial  season  prescril)od  in  Sec.  660. 

Chapter  22,  Statutes  of  1943,  approved  February  9,  1943,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  31— TENNEY,   SHELLEY,  AND  BREED.    (Gov.   Eff.)    Repeals  article 
heading  of  Art.  6,  Ch.  2,  Title  1,  Pt.  3,  Pol.  C. ;  adds  Art.  6,  Sees.  280- 
284,  Pol.  C,  re  offices  of  the  Legislature. 
Provides  for  maintenance  of  legislative  offices  in  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco 
and  Alameda  counties.    Such  offices  to  he  under  control  and  management  of  the 
respective  Senators  from  each  county.    Each  such  Senator  may  employ  one  confi- 
dential employee  at  $150  per  month.    Offices  to  be  provided  by  Department  of 
Finance. 

S.B.  32— FLETCHER.  (W.  &  I.)  Amends  Act  8780d,  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,  re  benefits,  unemployment,  and  suitable  employment  thereunder. 

Includes  as  "unemployed,"  self-employer  whose  net  income  as  such,  to  be 
deemed  "wages,"  is  less  than  his  benefit  amount. 

Includes  as  suitable  employment,  work  of  type  performed  for  six  months  within 
previous  12  months  and  in  same  location  as  last  previous  work. 

Provides  for  charge  of  benefits  during  penalty  period  for  discharge  for  mis- 
conduct. 

Pro\ides  for  mailing,  and  proof  thereof,  of  notices  of  determinations  on  claims. 

S.B.  33 — DeLAP.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  182,  Pen.  C,  re  criminal  conspiracy. 

Changes  punishment  for  conspiracy  to  commit  act  not  amounting  to  felony 
from  same  punishment  provided  for  commission  of  the  act  to  sentence  to  jail  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  State  prison  for  not  more  than  three  years,  or  $5,000 
fine,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Allows  trial  in  any  county  where  any  overt  act  is  committed. 

S.B.  34 — DILLINGER.  (Elec.)  Amends  and  repeals  numerous  sections,  Elec.  C, 
re  abolition  of  sponser  certificates  and  verification  deputies  in  declaration 
of  candidacy. 

Requires  all  declarations  of  candidacy  to  be  made  by  candidate  personally. 
Provides  candidate  for  county  committeeman  must  receive  at  least  10  votes  to  be 
elected. 
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S.B.  35— JUDAH,  SWING,  AND  JESPERSEN.  (Gov.  E£f.)  Amends  Act  5847, 
the  State  Employees'  Retirement  Act. 
Changes  basic  age  upon  which  rates  of  contribution  for  members  (other  than 
members  of  California  Highway  Patrol,  city  policemen,  and  city  firemen)  are  calcu- 
lated from  65  to  60,  and  changes  formula  for  allowances  which  the  rates  are 
calculated  to  produce  from  1/70  to  1/60  of  final  compensation  per  year  of  service. 
Increases  future  allowances,  and  also  contributions  of  both  members  and  employers 
therefor. 

Permits  members  (other  than  members  of  California  Highway  Patrol,  city 
policemen,  and  city  firemen)  who  have  completed  20  years  of  .service  to  retire  at  age 
55  instead  of  age  60,  with  correspondingly  reduced  allowances. 

Provides  for  minimum  allowance  of  $50  per  month  (instead  of  $40  per  month) 
for  members  retiring  after  age  65  with  credit  for  prior  service  or  with  credit  for  20 
years  of  State  service  (instead  of  members  retiring  after  age  70  with  credit  for 
prior  service). 

Provides  death  benefit  of  $150,  provided  entirely  from  contributions  of  employer, 
to  estates  or  designated  beneficiaries  of  members  who  die  after  retirement  and  while 
receiving  retirement  allowances. 

S.B.  36— TENNEY.    (Gov.  E£E.)    New  act,  the  World  Peace  Planning  Act. 

Establishes  "World  Peace  Planning  Commission,"  to  consist  of  15  members 
appointed  by  and  serving  at  pleasure  of  Governor.  Members  to  receive  $10  per  day, 
expenses  and  mileage. 

Commission  is  to  work  for  permanent  World  peace ;  collect,  analyze  and  dis- 
seminate information  re  international  affairs  and  problems;  recommend  re  tolerance 
and  recognition  of  rights  of  peoples;  foster  embodying  democratic  principles  in  peace 
treaties  ;  and  cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  public  and  private  agencies  and  similar 
commissions  and  agencies  in  North  and  South  America.    Appropriates  $50,000. 

S.B.  37 — BREED  AND  OTHERS.    (Assembly  G.  E.  &  E.)    New  act,  re  War 
Housing  Projects. 

Provides  that  housing  authorities,  created  pursuant  to  Act  3483,  the  Housing 
Authorities  Law,  may  cooperate  vifith,  act  as  agent  for,  or  lease  war  housing  projects 
from  Federal  Government  and  may  develop  or  administer  such  projects  with  assist- 
ance of  Federal  Government,  free  from  rental  and  low-income  tenancy  restrictions 
of  that  act.  Permits  any  State  public  body  to  contract  to  furnish  public  services 
or  facilities  to  projects  outside  its  territorial  limits.  Provides  that  bonds  may  be 
security  for  public  deposits  and  legal  investments. 

Prohibits  housing  authority  from  initiating  war  housing  projects  after  termina- 
tion of  war  and  provides  that  after  war  such  projects  shall  be  administered  for 
purposes  of  and  pursuant  to  Act  3483. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  38 — BIGGAR.    (Gov.  Eff.)    New  act,  re  low  cost  housing  and  reemployment. 

Creates  Department  of  State  Loan  Value  and  Mortgage  Housing,  governed 
by  a  commission  of  three  members,  appointed  by  Governor  with  consent  of  Senate,  to 
hold  office  for  four  year  staggered  terms,  at  annual  salary  of  $7,500  for  chairman 
and  $5,000  for  other  members.  Commission  may  appoint  secretary,  who  is  director 
of  department,  and  other  assistants. 

Authorizes  $500,000,000  revenue  bonds  to  be  issued  for  finance  low-cost  hous- 
ing projects.  Single  dwelling  not  to  exceed  six  rooms  at  cost  of  $4,800.  Dwellings 
to  be  sold  to  families  with  annual  income  not  to  exceed  $2,400.  Permits  rental, 
and  option  to  purchase,  agreements  for  25-year  term  at  not  to  exceed  6J  per  cent 
interest.  Provides  for  taxation  of  property.  Limits  vendor  and  servicing  agency 
to  1  per  cent  and  prohibits  other  bonuses  and  commissions. 

S.B.  39— TENNEY.     (Lab.)    Adds  Sec.  1636.1,  Lab.  C.  re  employment  agencies. 

Prohibits  employment  agencies  from  discriminating  in  advertisements  offering 
employment  because  of  race,  creed,  or  color,  unless  prospective  employer  has  specified 
limitations  and  restrictions  in  writing.  Requires  such  advertisement  to  state  pros- 
pective' employer's  name.  Not  to  apply  to  theatrical  agencies,  motion  picture  com- 
panies, casting  offices,  or  religious  institutions. 
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S.B.  40— TEXXEY.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sees.  51  and  52,  C.  C,  re 'equal  rights. 

Adds  more  detailed  list  of  definitions  of  place  of  accommodation,  and  makes 
operator  of  place  guilty  of  violation  of  section  for  postiuR  or  circulating  notice  that 
accommodations  shall  be  withheld  from  any  person  on  grounds  of  race,  cree<l,  or 
color. 

Excludes  places  distinctly  private  in  nature  and  private  communications  in 
response  to  written  inquiry. 

Limits  damages  to  range  between  $100  and  $500.

Includes  among  veterans  entitled  to  free  fishing  and  hunting  licenses,  honorably 
discharged  veterans  of  war  with  Spain,  war  in  Philippines,  any  Indian  wars,  or 
war  with  Germany-Austria,  as  listed  in  Sec.  205,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C. 

S.B.  231— DeLAP.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sec.  4.350-1,  Sch.  C,  and  Sec.  6114,  Ed.  C,  re 
payment  of  school  district  employees.

Allows  issuance  of  bonds  for  such  pur- 
poses and  provides  for  inclusion  of  money  needed  for  such  purposes  in  the  annual 
estimate.

Where  retirement  or  death  benefits  result  from  tort  of  third  party  (not 
employer)  retirement  board  has  right  to  recover  such  benefits  from  third  party. 
May  employ  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund  for  purpose.  Provides  for  appor- 
tionment of  recoveries  (Sec.  101c). 

Dispenses  with  approval  of  Department  of  Finance  for  reimbursement  "o!" 
funds  for  money  transferred  to  make  payment  of  retirement  contribution  (Sec.  111). 

S.B.  498— COLLIER.     (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  4.2.50,  Sch.  C,  and  Sec.  5340,  Ed.  C, 
re  use  of  unapportioned  county  high  school  fund. 
Provides  for  use  of  fund  for  additional  apportionments  to  high  school  districts 
under  jurisdiction  of  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

S.B.  499— DeLAP.  (W.  &.  I.)  Amends  Sec.  202,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  county  contracts 
for  hospital  care  and  services. 

Permits  county  supervisors  to  secure  medical,  surgical,  X-ray,  laboratory, 
nursing  and  general  hospital  service  from  private  hospitals  at  agreed  rate  (instead 
of  at  cost)  in  cases  of  emergency  or  unusual  difficulty,  or  requiring  treatment  or  use 
of  facilities  not  immediately  available. 

Authorizes  county  contracts  with  private  hospitals  for  emergency  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  admissible  to  count.y  hospital.  Limits  county  liability  for 
care  to  patients  able  to  pay  to  24-hour  emergency  care  and  treatment,  giving  county 
right  of  reimbursement  against  patient.

C,  re 
public  school  system. 
Provides  that  services  may  be  performed  by  one  school  district  for  another, 
under  contracts  approved  by  county  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  district. 

S.B.  504— SLATER.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  3.513,  Sch.  C,  and  Sec.  9144,  Ed.  C, 
re  vocational  rehabilitation. 
Provides  that  State  Board  of  Education  may  furnish  supplies  and  equipment 
to  be  retained  by  trainee  if  essential  for  him  in  following  occupation. 
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S.B.  505 — SWAX.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Amends  Act  8494,  The  Personal  Income  Tax 
Act,  and  Sec.  17305,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  to  provide  that  Federal  income  taxes 
paid  may  be  allowed  as  deduction  in  State  personal  income  tax  returns. 

S.B.  506— SLATER.  (W.  &  I.)  Adds  Sec.  156.1,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  travel  expendi- 
tures. 

Permits  Department  of  Institutions  to  pay  travel  expenses  of  its  employees 
when  on  official  business,  upon  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Director  of  Finance ; 
defines  official  business. 

S.B.  507— SLATER.  (Fin.)  Appropriates  $275.27  to  pay  claim  of  Dr.  F.  O. 
Butler,  Superintendent  of  Sonoma  State  Ilome. 

S.B.  508— SALSMAN.  (Ed.)  Adds  Sees.  1.94  and  1.95,  Sch.  C.  and  Sees.  16276 
and  16277,  Ed.  C,  re  leasing  of  school  district  buses. 
Authorizes  governing  boards  of  school  districts  to  lease  buses  owned  by  or 
under  lease  by  them  to  common  or  other  carriers  for  transportation  of  persons 
engaged  in  war  industries,  for  consideration  sufficient  to  reimburse  district  for  all 
expenses.

$5,000  per  year. 

Commission  to  investigate  water  problems  of  State,  local  agencies,  public  dis- 
tricts, persons,  and  areas ;  hold  hearings ;  represent  local  agencies  and  groups  in 
dealings  with  Federal  agencies  ;  cooperate  with  State  and  local  agencies  in  matters 
relating  to  water  problems  whether  local,  State-wide,  or  involving  State-Federal 
relationship. 

Commission  is  not  to  haTe  any  power  conferred  upon  any  existing  agency.

Increases  monthly  salaries  of  all  deputy  and  assistant  marshals  $20. 

Amends  Act  5238,  the  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  compensation  of  attaches  in  Los  Angeles  municipal  courts. 
Changes  personnel  and  monthly  salaries  as  follows:

Changes  name  to  California  State  Polytechnic  College  and  provides  for  giving 
professional  education. 

S.B.  533— JESPERSEN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  359c,  Pol.  C,  re  vacations 
of  State  oflBcers  and  employees. 
Agency  to  which  employee  with  accumulated  vacation  privileges  is  transferred 
may  agree  to  absorb  the  charge,  otherwise  it  makes  charge  against  agency  from 
which  employee  transferred. 

S.B.  534— JESPERSEN.    (F.  &  G.)    Adds  Sec.  612.5,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  steelhead. 

Open  season  for  taking  steelhead  by  angling  in  portion  of  Salinas  River  in 
Districts  3  and  3i  to  be  between  May  1st  and  October  31st ;  bag  and  possession 
limit  to  be  25  lbs.  or  10  lbs.  and  one  steelhead. 
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S.B.  535— DEUEL.    (Gov.  E£E.)    Amends  Sec.  540,  Pol.  C,  re  State  printing.

Effective  during  emergency  as  declared  by  President. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure.

&  Tax.  C,  re  place  of  suit  involving  Motor  Transportation  License 
Tax  Act. 

Requires  suits  to  be  brought  in  county  where  defendant  resides  instead  of  in 
County  of  Sacramento. 

S.B.  538— BROWN.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Appropriates  $10,000  to  Inyo  County  for  main- 
tenance of  county  airports  used  in  war  effort. 

S.B.  539— JESPERSEN.  (Ed.)  Amends  Ch.  972,  Stats.  1931,  to  increase  Cali- 
fornia Polytechnic  School  Agricultural  Project  Revolving  Fund  for  loans 
to  students  for  purchase  of  live  stock,  poultry,  seed,  and  other  materials, 
from  $10,'000  to  $25,000. 

S.B.  540— BIGGAR.  (B.  &  P.)  Amends  Sec.  1616,  B.  &  P.  C,  deletes  authority 
for  employment  of  attorney  by  Board  of  Dental  Examiners.

Defines  "civilian  defense  worker"  and  "civilian  defense  organization,"  and  ^ 
provides  for  system  of  workmen's  compensation  benefits  as  exclusive  remedy  of 
civilian  defense  workers  and  their  dependents  and  all  other  persons  against  State, 
civilian  defense  organizations,  countfes,  and  cities  for  injuries  or  deaths  arising  out 
of  activities  as  civilian  defense  workers. 

Limits  right  to  compensation  to  funds  appropriated  and-  available  therefor  and 
to  injuries  or  death  resulting  from  injuries  where  (a)  injury  occurs  while  worker 
is  performing  services  as  civilian  defense  worker  and  acting  within  course  of  duties, 
and  is  caused  by  such  service;  (b)  organization  with  which  injured  worker  is 
registered  is  accredited  by  State  Council  of  Defense;  and  (c^  injury  is  not  inten- 
tionally self-inflicted  or  caused  by  intoxication. 

Establishes  schedule  of  benefits  similar  to,  but  somewhat  lower  than,  that 
applicable  in  ordinary  workmen's  compensation  cases. 

State  Council  of  Defense  and  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund  to  agree 
that  latter  adjust  claims  and  pay  compensation,  receiving  reimbursement  from 
moneys  appropriated,  pjvery  accredited  civilian  defense  organization,  and  county  or 
city  empowering  it  to  act  as  such,  automatically  made  party  to  agreement,  and 
authorized  to  make  appropriations  for  compensation. 

Provides  for  elimination  or  reduction  of  State  compensation  payments  in 
event  Federal  compensation  is  made  available.

Amends  Sec.  1325,  Sts.  &  H.  C,  and  Sec.  4041.18, 
Pol.  C,  raising  minimum  cost  of  county  construction  and  repair  contracts 
which  can  be  let  without  bids,  from  $500  to  $2,000. 

S.B.  550 — BIGGAR.    (Gov.  E£f.)    New  act,  re  improvement  of  rivers. 

Authorizes  Department  of  Public  Works,  through  State  Engineer,  to  make 
investigations  and  do  work  re  flood  control,  channel  rectification  and  improvement  of 
navigation.  ' 

Appropriates  $12,500  for  work  in  Russian  River  and  its  tributaries  in  Mendo- 
cino County.  Requires  matching  of  funds  by  private  persons,  local  governmental 
agencies,  public  districts,  or  Federal  Government,  expressly  excluding  agencies  which 
are  part  of  Executive  Department  of  the  State.

Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Con- 
ti-ol  Act,  making  it  mi.sdemeanor  for  Board  of  Equalization  member,  can- 
didate or  employee  to  solicit  or  receive,  or  licensee  to  give,  contribution 
for  compaign  of  candidate  for  board. 

S.B.  553— BROWN.     (P.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  721,  adds  Sec.  724.2,  F.  &  G.  C, 
re  catfish,  carp  and  suckers. 
In  District  4^  open  season  for  catfish,  carp  and  suckers  to  be  same  as  for  trout. 

S.B.  554— POWERS.  (Nat.  Res.)  Adds  Sec.  6220,  Pub.  Res.  C,  to  give  authority 
to  State  Lands  Commission  to  accept  quitclaim  deeds  whenever  such 
authority  is  not  vested  in  others. 

S.B.  555— POWERS.    (Nat.  Res.)    Repeals  Sec.  8552,  renumbers  Sec.  6444  to 
be  6445,  and  adds  Sec.  6444,  Pub.  Res.  C,  re  exchanges  of  land  with 
Federal  Government. 
Repeals  Sec.  8552  providing  for  cooperation  of  State  with  United  States  in 
exchange  of  State  lauds  with  Federal  Government ;  adds  Sec.  6444  containing  similar 
provisions  plus  provision  that  when  State  Lands  Commi.ssion  determines  that  such 
exchange  should  be  made,  it  shall  so  certify  to  Governor  who  shall  execute  any 
instruments  of  conveyance  necessary  to  effect  exchange.

Tax.  C,  re  definition  of  an  "operator"  in  Transportation  Tax  Act. 
Requires  person  to  be  transporting  others  for  hire  as  a  business  before  he 
comes  within  definition  of  "operator." 

S.B.  558— HATFIELD  AND  OTHERS.  (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)  Adds  Sees.  1850  to 
1863,  inc..  Mil.  &  Vet.  C,  the  Veterans  Bond  Act  of  1943,  re  issuance 
of  State  bonds  to  provide  fund  to  provide  farm  and  home  aid  to  veterans 
of  World  War  II  under  provisions  of  Veterans'  Farm  and  Home  Pur- 
chase Act  of  1943. 

Creates  Veterans'  Finance  Committee,  appropriates  $35,000  to  its  use  to  be 
repaid  to  General  Fund  from  sale  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sold  in  sum 
not  in  excess  of  $30,000,000  to  aid  veterans  of  World  War  II  in  purchase  of  farms 
and  homes.

Creates  board  of  five  members,  each  a  veteran  and  appointed  by  Governor  for 
four-year  term,  to  investigate  soldiers'  land  settlement  conditions  and  submit  neces- 
sary or  desirable  recommendations  for  legislation  thereon.  Members,  other  than 
chairman  or  member-secretary,  to  receive  per  diem  for  attendance  at  meetings  and

Sees.  1810  to  1843,  inc.,  Mil.  &  Vet.  C,  Veterans'  Farm  and  Home 
Purchase  Act  of  1943. 

Extends  aid  to  veterans  of  World  War  II  in  acquiring  farms  and  homes,  in 
same  general  manner  as  now  provided  for  veterans  of  World  War  I.

S.B.  568— DORSET.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  6.140,  Sch.  C,  and  Sec.  18461,  Ed.  C, 
re  change  of  location  of  union  and  joint  union  schools. 
Provides  that  district  having  more  than  one  school  may  close  permanently  or 
temporarily  any  school  within  district  or  establish  additional  schools.

Makes  it  misdemeanor  for  an  employer  to  discbarge  or  discriminate  against 
employee  because  of  his  testifying  in  proceedings  relative  to  enforcement  of  chapter 
of  Lab.  C.,  re  working  hours. 

S.B.  576— SWAN.    (Lab.)    Adds  Sec.  2350.1,  Lab.  C,  re  sanitary  conditions  of 
factories  and  other  places  of  employment. 
Requires  water-closets,  toilet  rooms,  privies,  and  floors,  walls  and  surfaces 
thereof,  and  fixtures  therein,  be  kept  in  sanitar}'  condition. 

S.B.  577 — SWAN.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  255,  Prob.  C,  re  inheritance  by  illegiti- 
mate children. 

Allows  illegitimate  child  to  inherit  as  legitimate  child.  If  father  is  unknown 
or  can  not  be  determined  by  court  action  such  child  inherits  from  his  mother  and 
from  her  kindred  as  if  born  in  lawful  wedlock.

C,  re  penalty  for  failure  to 
mention  existence  of  labor  dispute  in  advertisement  for  employees. 
Changes  penalty  from  not  less  than  $25  or  more  than  $250  fine,  to  that  for  mis- 
demeanor :  maximum  of  six  months  in  county  jail,  $500  fine,  or  both. 

S.B.  580— ENGLE.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  1270  and  repeals  Sees.  1273  and 
1274,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  deer. 
Permits  taking  of  deer  in  all  districts  during  any  60-day  period  fixed  by  Fish 
and  Game  Commission  between  August  1st  and  December  31st.    Fixes  bag  limit  in 
all  districts  at  two  deer. 

S.B.  581— ENGLE.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Chap.  238,  Stats.  1919,  to  provide  that 
Reclamation  District  No.  108  shall  have  five  trustees.

Prohibits  manufacture,  sale,  or  possession  of  imitation  olive  oil,  defined  to 
mean  any  mixture  of  edible  oil  and  olive  oil  or  any  oil  colored  or  flavored  to  resemble 
olive  oil.  Prohibits  use  of  artificial  color  or  flavor  simulating  that  of  olive  oil. 
Prescribes  standards  for  olive  oil.  Requires  labeling  of  containers  of  olive  oil  and 
prohibits  re-use  of  olive  oil  container  for  repacking  edible  oil,  except  on  processor's 
premises.    Repeals  Act  5657. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  584 — ENGLE.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  956,  the  California  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  Act,  re  employment  of  legal  counsel. 
Eliminates  provisions  that  authority  may  employ  legal  counsel  or  the  assistance 
of  attorneys  for  Department  of  Public  Works. 

S.B.  585 — ENGLE.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  605c,  C.  C,  re  examination  by  Attorney 
General  of  nonprofit  corporations  holding  property  subject  to  public  or 
charitable  trust. 

Adds  requirement  that  such  examination  shall  be  at  expense  of  corporation  ; 
outlines  generally  powers  of  Attorney  General  and  examiners  employed  by  him  in 
making  examination.

Amends  Sec.  204c,  C.  C.  P.,  re  expenses  of  jury 
commissioner  and  his  assistants. 
Removes  restriction  so  as  not  to  confine  such  officers  to  expenses  incurred 
while  visiting  the  respective  townships. 

S.B.  588 — SALSMAN.  (Wat.  Res.)  Amends  Act  9127b,  the  Water  Conservation 
Act  of  1929,  to  provide  that  directors  of  districts  formed  under  act  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  elected  und  qualified. 

S.B.  589— TENNEY.  (B.  &  P.)  Adds  Sec.  2412,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  additional  causes 
for  denial,  suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses  to  practice  medicine. 
Adds  advocating,  teaching,  justifying,  aiding  or  abetting  the  overthrow  of  by 
unlawful  means  or  carrying  on  subversive  program  against  Government  of  the  United 
States  or  this  State,  or  membership  in  organization  which  engages  in  any  of  the 
specified  acts. 

S.B.  590— TENNEY,  HATFIELD,  AND  QUINN.     (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)  Amends 
See.  890,  Mil.  &  Vet.  O.,  re  veterans  and  their  dependents. 
Enlarges  definition  of  veteran  to  make  dependents  of  veterans  of  World  War  II 
eligible  for  educational  assistance. 

S.B.  591— TENNEY.  (F.  &  G.)  Amends  Sees.  794,  799  and  800,  F.  &  G.  C,  re 
abalone. 

Requires  red  abalone  taken  in  District  19  for  commercial  purposes  to  be  eight 
inches  in  greatest  diameter  and  green  abalone  taken  or  pos.sessed  in  District  18  or 
19  for  commercial  purposes  to  be  eight  inches.  District  19  is  deleted  from  those  in 
which  diving  apparatus  may  not  be  used.  Modifies  limitation  on  the  take  of  abalone 
of  10  per  day  and  20  per  week  to  where  water  is  less  than  20  feet  deep. 

S.B.  592— CUNNINGHAM.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  951,  Ag.  C,  re  one-variety 
cotton  districts. 

Allows  production  of  a  specified  variety  of  long  staple  cotton  in  a  portion  of 
District  5,  in  Kings  County,  which  has  heretofore  been  restricted  to  "Acala,"  a 
short  staple. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  593— PARKMAN.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Repeals  Sees.  13111,  13316  and  13654, 
and  adds  Sec.  13111,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  State  Fire  Marshal's  Fund  and 
money  received  by  State  Fire  Marshal. 
Abolishes  State  Fire  Marshal's  Fund,  provides  for  transfer  of  money  in  or

Adds  Sec.  1903.5,  H.  &  N.  C,  re  insurance  by 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners. 
Provides  that  board  may  take  insurance  for  public  liability  in  amount  between 
$100,000  and  $500,000  and  for  property  damage  between  $5,000  and  $10,000. 

S.B.  596— SHELLEY.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sees.  1800  to  1953,  amends  Sec.  2135, 
and  repeals  Sees.  2139,  2143,  2148,  2245,  2245.5,  2246,  2292,  2398,  and 
2410,  B.  &  P.  C.,  re  licensing  and  regulating  chiropodists. 
Creates  Chiropody  Society,  a  public  corporation  composed  of  licensed  chiropo- 
dists.   Board  of  Chiropody  of  three  members  with  three-year  terms  is  elected  by 
society  from  districts  to  administer  law  and  make  rules.    Requirements  of  license 
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are  high  school,  one  year  of  college,  3,360  hours  resident  instruction  in  approved 
school  of  chiropody,  and  comprehensive  examinHtion.  License  may  be  revoked  or 
suspended  for  violation  of  this  law,  unprofessional  conduct,  insanity  or  fraud  in 
procuring  license.

C,  re  leases  and  licenses 
to  use  real  property  by  the  Reclamation  Board. 
Provides  that  all  letting  of  real  property  liy  Reclamation  Board  shall  be 
approved  by  Director  of  Finance  except  where  Legislature  specifically  provides 
otherwise. 

S.B.  599 — MIXTER.  (Gov.  EfE.)  New  act.  Provides  that  revenues  from  land  in 
any  by-pass  area  under  control  of  Reclamation  Board  are  to  go  into 
General  Fund.

State.  Court' to  consist  of  three  members  appointed  by  Governor;  staggered  terms; 
salary  $6,000  per  year;  10-year  residence  and  five  years  practice  of  law  in  State 
essential  qualifications.  Prohibits  suit  against  State  prior  to  consideration  by  court 
of  claims.  Provides  awards  may  be  paid  from  appropriations  to  agencies  against 
whom  claims  made. 

•  Appropriates  $50,000  for  support  next  biennium.

Provides  for  licensing  and  regulation  of  persons,  associations,  and  corporations 
receiving  and  caring  for  children  or  conducting  or  maintaining  institutions  for  chUd 
care  by  counties  (instead  of  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  and  local  inspection 
agencies  approved  or  accredited  thereby).  Requires  counties  to  adopt  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  standards  to  provide  for  welfare  of  children  and  permit  operation  of  insti- 
tutions and  services  upon  commercial  basis.

Pt.  1,  Div.  6,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  con.solidation  of  sanitary  di.stricts  without 
election. 

Provides  for  consolidation  of  districts  witluMit  holdinj;  elections.  Provides  for 
payment  of  indebtedness  of  districts  included  in  consolidated  districts  and  that  no 
consolidated  districts  shall  be  liable  for  indebtedness  of  constituent  districts  out- 
standing at  time  of  consolidation,  and  that  no  former  district  shall  be  taxed  for  debts 
of  another.  Requires  petition  signed  by  owners  of  i>i)  per  cent  of  real  property  by 
assessed  valuation.

C,  re 
slander  of  race,  color,  and  religion. 
Declares  public  statements  tending  to  create  antagonism  against  people  by 
reason  of  race,  color,  or  religion  is  disturbance  of  public  peace  and  provocative  of 
violence. 

Provides  that  publication  of  any  language  in  any  book  or  other  writing  tending 
to  produce  racial,  color,  or  religious  antagonism,  or  presence  of  language  in  any 
constitution  or  by-laws  of  any  organization  or  association  tending  to  have  same 
effect,  is  crime ;  makes  possession  of  such  books  or  writings  a  crime.

Grants  any  member  of  such  organization  or  race  right  of  suit,  damages  thereby 
recovered  to  be  held  as  trustee  for  organization  or  in  case  of  race,  for  a  charitable 
institution. 

Provides  truth  of  statement  or  fact  that  religious  organization  is  engaged  in 
seditious  activities  is  complete  defense.  Exempts  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
which  publish  statements  as  news. 

S.B.  608— DEUEL  AND  OTHERS.     (.Jud.)     Amends  Sec.  3048,  Pen.  C,  re 
parole  of  habitual  criminals. 
Allows  parole  of  habitual  criminal  sentenced  under  Sec.  644(b),  Pen.  C, 
after  he  has  served  12  years. 

S.B.  609— HATFIELD.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sees.  .3304  and  3308,  adds  Sec. 

3308.5,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  funds  of  tuberculosis  wards  and  hospitals  main- 
tained by  groups  of  counties. 
Permits  hospital  central  committee  to  designate  county  treasurer  to  select 
bank  or  banks  where  hospital  funds  are  to  be  deposited,  instead  of  designating  place 
of  keeping  and  deposit. 

Permits  funds  in  cash  revolving  fund  to  be  deposited  in  banks  under  Act  2834a, 
governing  bank  deposits  by  local  governmental  agencies,  and  dispenses  with  necessity

Expands  purposes  of  fund  to  include  use  for  sale  of  materials,  supplies,  and 
equipment,  and  rendering  of  services  to  other  State  agencies,  as  well  as  State  pur- 
chases. 

S.B,  613— SLATER.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Repeals  Act  800S,  and  Sees.  361e,  3fllf.  .361g, 
361h,  361i,  690a,  690b,  600c  and  690d,  Pol.  C,  re  liquidation  of-State 
Land  Settlement. 

Provides  for  final  and  complete  liquidation.  .Turisdiction  and  control  of  land 
owned  by  State  in  Delhi  Colony  in  Stanislaus  County,  and  real  property  in  City 
of  Sacramento  except  that  merged  with  State  Fair  Grounds,  control  of  which  is 
given  to  State  Agricultural  Society  for  fair  purposes,  is  given  to  Director  of  Finance 
to  sell  or  otherwise  deal  with  for  best  interest  of  State.

Enlarges  power  re  roads  in  State  parks  to  allow  contracts  with  persons,  firms 
or  corporations,  as  well  as  with  public  agencies,  and  to  allow  acquisition,  as  well  as 
construction  and  maintenance  of  roads,  trails  and  pathways  with  money  in  State 
Park  Maintenance  and  Acquisition  Fund.

Appropriates  $13,200  to  Department  of  Finance 
for  purchase  of  described  parcel  of  land  for  San  Francisco  State  College. 

S.B.  621— WARD  AND  OTHERS.  (Ed.)  Appropriates  unspecified  amount  for 
support  of  State  colleges. 

S.B.  622— WARD.  (Ed.)  Appropriates  $20,000  for  purchase,  for  Santa  Barbara 
State  College,  of  two  described  parcels  of  land  and  right  of  way. 

S.B.  623— RICH.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sees.  10036  and  10551,  H.  &  S.  C. 
re  vital  statistics  certificates. 
Deletes  requirement  of  binding  of  certificates  by  State  Registrar.  Makes 
photostatic  copy  of  birth,  death,  or  marriage  record  prima  facie  evidence  of  facts 
stated  therein,  as  well  as  copy  certified  by  State  or  local  registrar  to  have  been 
registered  within  one  year  from  date  of  event. 

S.B.  624— .lESPERSEN.     (Rev.  &  Tax.)     New  act,  re  tax  on  motor  fuel. 

Levies  a  1-cent-per-gallon  tax  on  motor  vehicle  fuel  to  repay  outlay  of  State 
on  State  highway  system  under  Rehabilitation  Bond  Act  of  1943.  To  take  effect 
only  if  and  when  that  act  is  enacted  by  Legislature  and  ratified  by  the  people. 

S.B.  625 — JESPERSEN.  (Agr.)  New  act,  Farm  Finance  Commission  Act,  re 
State  aid  in  sale  of  agricultural  lands. 

Appropriates  $5,000,000  to  State  Farm  Finance  Commission  for  purchase  of 
agricultural  lands  to  be  sold  to  applicants.  Commission  of  five  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor with  consent  of  Senate,  one  to  have  had  banking  experience,  one  real  estate 
experience,  each  of  remaining  three  to  be  appointed  from  separate  lists  of  five  sub- 
mitted by  State  Grange,  Farm  Bureau,  and  Future  Farmers  of  America.  County 
committees  of  five  also  to  be  appointed  by  Governor.  Applicant  to  purchase  is  to 
contact  county  committee  which  appraises  land  and  qualifications  of  applicant. 
Applicant  specifies  land  desired  and  State  to  purchase  and  sell  it  under  contract  of 
sale  to  applicant,  purchase  price  being  amortized  over  period  up  to  70  years. 

When  all  money  invested,  commission  authorized  to  sell  all  hypothecated  con- 
tracts upon  which  at  least  30  per  cent  already  paid.  Such  securities  may  be  legal 
investment  for  surplus  money  in  State  Treasury. 

S.B.  626 — JESPERSEN.  (Agr.)  Amends  Act  147a,  Farm  Finance  Act  of  1939, 
re  amount  of  loans  on  farms. 
Allows  a  loan  of  90,  rather  than  75,  per  cent  of  appraised  value  to  refinance 
a  mortgage  dated  later  than  January  1,  1939,  or  to  finance  purchase  later  than  that 
date.  Allows  loan  up  to  95,  rather  than  90,  per  cent  if  approved  improvements 
equal  in  value  amount  loaned  above  90,  rather  than  75,  per  cent. 
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S.B.  627— DILLIXGER.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  531,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  right  of 

public  to  fish  in  waters  impounded  by  dams. 
Exempts  dams  across  streams  or  waterways  dry  for  two  or  more  months  each 
year  from  effect  of  section. 

S.B.  628— DILLIXGER.     (F.  &  G.)     Amends  Sec.  10:n,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  private 
fish  hatcheries. 

Prohibits  private  fish  hatcheries  through  which  water  naturally  flows  for  over 
10  months  during  calendar  year. 

S.B.  62!)  DILLIXGER.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sees.  619.5  and  620,  F.  &  G.  C., 

re  bag  limits  and  lake  fishing. 
Makes  possession  limit  in  District  23  on  Mackinaw  trout  5,  rather  than  10, 
per  day.    Provides  that  salmon  may  not  be  taken  between  Xovember  1st  and  July 
31st  in  any  lake  within  300  feet  of  mouth  of  any  stream. 

S.B.  630— DOXXELLV.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sees.  1300.15.  1.300.16,  and  1300.19, 
Ag.  C.  re  marketing  orders  and  agreements. 
Provides  that  marketing  order  shall  provide  for  regulating  or  provide  methods 
for  regulating,  rather  than  only  former.  Gives  Director  of  Agriculture  specific 
authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  provisions  of  statute  or  market- 
ing order.  I'rovides  that  powers  of  advisory  boards  are  subject  to  approval  of 
director.  Establishes  civil  penalty  for  violation,  not  to  exceed  $500.  payable  to 
Department  of  Agriculture  Fund.  Makes  violation  of  rules  and  regulations  of 
director  punishable  in  same  manner  as  other  violations.

Deletes  limitation  to  seven  districts  in  zone;  authorizes  Director  of  Agricul 
ture  to  establish  as  many  as  convenient.

Provides  for  menus,  placard  and  signs  for  public  eating  places  and  establish- 
ments where  cooked  or  uncooked  horse  meat  is  offered  for  sale  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

Prohibits  sale  of  horse  meat  in  public  markets  where  other  meat  food  products 
are  sold. 

Prohibits  sale  of  horse  meat  in  pieces  smaller  than  an  one-inch  square  except 
where  cut  or  ground  in  presence  of  purchaser  and  known  to  be  horse  meat  by  him.

district  contracts  to  reimburse  to  the  amount  of  50  per  cent). 

S.B.  701— TENNEY  AND  BURNS.  (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)  New  act,  re  National 
Flag,  Flag  of  the  State  of  California,  and  other  flag.s. 
Provides  for  display  of  Flag  of  United  States  and  of  State  of  California  in 
rooms  where  sessions  of  court  or  commissions  of  State  or  political  subdivisions  are 
held,  on  buildings  or  grounds  of  State  or  political  subdivisions,  all  public  and  private 
schools,  service  stations,  places  of  amusements,  banks  and  buildings  over  three  stories 
and  factories  on  legal  holidays,  and  during  performances  in  stadiums,  open-aic 
sites  and  race  tracks.  Proper  public  officials  are  charged  with  duty  as  to  publicly- 
owned  places.

S.B.  703— HATFIELD.     (Transp.)    Amends   Sec.  423,  adds   Sec.  622,   Sts.  & 
H.  C,  re  State  highway  routes. 
Adds  to  Route  123  the  highway  from  Route  13  near  its  junction  with  Route 
40  to  Snelling  via  La  Grange.    Describes  Route  212  as  from  Route  4  at  Merced 
to  Route  32  at  Los  Banos  via  Air  Line  Route. 

S.B.  704— PARKMAN.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  19538.5,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  racing  days. 

Provides  for  allocation  of  one-half  of  racing  days  allowed  licensee  as  war 
effort  days.  Net  balance  of  receipts  to  be  donated  to  war  effort  agencies  operated 
for  benefit  of  armed  forces,  relief  of  allies,  or  similar  purposes. 

Effective  until  ninety-first  day  after  1945  regular  session  or  cessation  of 
hostilities,  whichever  first  occurs.

Expands  to  penalize  solicitation  and  attempts  to  influence, 
induce  or  conspire.  Prohibits  influencing  or  attempts  to  influence,  etc.,  trainer  to 
stimulate  horse. 

S.B.  1023— TENNEY.  (Jud.)  Adds  337g,  Pen.  C,  requiring  prescription  for 
cocaine  group  drugs  l)rought  within  horse  racing  enclosure  and  state- 
ment of  uses  and  purposes  on  container.

Provides  (hat  not  more  than  live  school  employees  to  each  100  teachers  of 
any  district  shall  be  engaged  in  administrative  work. 

S.B.  1030— SWAN.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Act  8494,  The  Per.sonal  Income  Tax 
Act,  and  adds  Sec.  19.353.5,  Rev.  &  Tax  C,  re  distribution  of  funds  in 
the  Personal  Income  Tax  Fund.

New  act,  approi)riating  unspecified  sum  for 
the  construction  of  a  residence  for  the  (Jovernor  and  an  office  building 
for  members  of  the  Legislature ;  provides  unspecified  limitation  upon 
amount  to  be  expended  on  each  building. 

S.R.  10.34— DORSET.  (Ed.)  Adds  Art.  !),  comprising  Sees.  3.C76-1  to  3.6T6-9, 
inc.,  Ch.  2,  Pt.  4,  Div.  3,  Sch.  C,  re  24-hour  vocational  .schools. 

Authorizes  districts,  with  consent  of  State  Hoard  of  Education  and  approval 
of  county  superintendent  of  schools,  to  establish  24-hour  vocational  sch<H>ls  for  excep- 
lional  children.    Provides  board  of  five  persons  to  determine  eligibility  of  pupils. 

Permits  two  or  more  districts  to  unite  in  maintaining  such  schools.

Makes  no  sul)stantial  change  in  existing  law. 

S.H.  10.38— CARTER.    (.Tud.)    Amends  Sec.  241,  C.  C.  P.,  re  grand  juries. 

Provides  new  plan  for  drawing  grand  juries,  whereliy  all  grand  jurors  shall 
serve  for  two  years,  nine  to  be  drawn  in  odd-numbered  years  and  10  to  be  drawn 
in  even-numbered  years,  commencing  with  .January,  V.)4'i,  and  no  juror  shall  serve 
more  than  two  years  in  succession.  Effective  on  adoption  of  constitutional  amend- 
ment ratifying  provisions.

C,  and  Art.  3,  compris- 
ing Sec.  24.")41,  Ch.  Div.  12,  Ed.  C,  providing  for  uniform  identifica- 
tion tags  or  pins  for  children  from  1  to  12  years  of  age. 

S.B.  1041— HATFIELD.  (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)  Appropriates  $30,000,000  to  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  for  purchase  of  bonds  authorized  for  issuance  by  the 
proposed  Veterans'  Bond  Act  of  1943.

Requires  employer  to  notify  Industrial  Accident  Commission  of  conimeiicemcut 
and  cessation  of  disability  payments.  Requires  notice  of  final  payment  of  com- 
pensation within  16  days  thereafter,  with  information  as  to  amount  of  compensation 
paid,  etc.    Civil  penalty  of  .$100  for  failure  to  give  latter  notice. 

Specifies  minimum  fees  for  legal  services  which  commission  may  allow,  and 
directs  commis.sion  to  consider  complexity  of  issues  and  results  involved.

New  act,  re  .■support  iinil  mniiilenniice 
of  California  State  Guard. 

Appropriates  !pi9.723,l-'50  for  the  next  bienninm  for  equipment,  supi)ort  and 
niuintennnce  of  the  State  Guard,  none  of  which  can  be  expended  in  The  Ad.jutant 
General's  office.    Allows  a  revolving  fund  of  $300,000. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgenc.v  measure. 

S.B.  1071— TENNEY.  (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)  Amends,  adds  and  repeals  numerous 
sections,  Military  and  Veterans  Code,  re  military  forces  of  State.

Creates  State  Board  of  Forestry  of  seven  members  appointed  by  Governor  witb 
advice  and  consent  of  Senate,  each  member  to  repre.>;ont  a  different  interest.  Board 
to  provide  for  acqiii-sition,  protection,  and  development  of  forests;  provides  for  State 
Forester  who  is  ex  officio  Chief  of  Division  of  Forestry,  and  exempts  him  from  civil 
service,  but  assistants,  deputies,  rangers,  and  other  employees  are  to  be  in  civil 
service. 

Allocates  funds  heretofore  allocated  to  Director  of  Natural  Resources  for 
forestry  purposes  to  new  board  for  its  support. 

S.C.A.  2— FLETCHER.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sec.  1}.  Art.  XlII,  re  exemption 
of  property  owned  by  persons  in  military  service  from  taxation. 
Extends  vetei-an's  exemption  to  persons  ?T  present  serving  in  armed  forces  <>f 
United  States. 

S.C.A.  3— GORDON.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  2.3,  Art.  IV,  to  allow  members  of 
Legislature  $8  per  day  or  such  lesser  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  law  for  each 
day  of  an  extraordinary  session. 

S.C.A.  4 — SWAN.  (Elcc.)  Amends  Sec.  1,  Art.  II,  re  age  at  which  person  c.ui 
vote. 

Reduces  age  frf)m  21  to  18  years. 

S.C.A.  5— FLETCHER.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Sec.  12,  Art.  IV,  re  vacancies  in 
Legislature. 

Allows  Governor,  as  an  alternative,  to  appoint  persons  to  offices  in  whicli 
vacancies  have  occurred. 

S.C.A.  (>— MATO  AND  OTHERS.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Adds  Sec.  8b,  Art.  V,  re  gubor 
natorial  appointments. 
Propo.ses  that  every  appointment  made  by  Governor  unless  exempted  by  I^egis- 
lature  shall  be  subject  to  advice  and  consent  of  Senate,  except  appointments  in 
Governor's  office.  If,  however,  vacancy  occurs  when  I.rf'gislature  is  not  in  session. 
Governor,  if  public  necessity  requires,  may  issue  interim  commission,  good  until 
last  day  of  next  legislative  session. 

S.C.A.  7— DEUEL,  MAYO,  AND  BREED.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Sec.  3,  repeals 
Sec.  26,  Art.  VI,  re  election  of  judges. 
Repeals  present  procedure  of  appointment  of  appellate  justices  by  Governor 
with  consent  of  Chief  Justice,  Attorney  General,  and  one  other  appellate  justice  and 
approval  by  people. 

Provides  for  election  to  office  in  usual  manner  with  vacancies  to  be  filled  by 
Governor  with  advice  of  Senate. 

S.C.A.  8— SEAWELL.    (Rls.)    Amends  See.  2,  Art.  IV,  re  legislative  bills. 

Provides  that  bills  may  be  introduced  by  standing  committee  of  either  houv.- 
at  any  time  with  consent  of  three-fourths  of  members  of  the  house. 

S.C.A.  0— MAYO  AND  DILLINGER.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sec.  1,  Art.  XIII. 
re  exemptions  from  taxation. 
Exempts  property  belonging  to  any  public  district. 

S.C.A.  10— HATFIELD.     (L.  Gov.)     Adds  Sec.  8.5,  Art.  VI.  re  judges  of.jtuperi-, 
courts. 

Provides  that  a  judge  of  superior  court  who  has  resigned  or  resigns  to  servi' 
or  continue  to  .serve  in  armed  forces  of  United  States  or  the  State,  may  reenter  upon 
office  during  his  term  on  serving  notice  to  that  effect  upon  Governor  and  Secretary  of 
State  witliin  six  months  of  termination  of  his  military  service. 
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S.C.A.  11— TENNEY.     (Rev.    &    Tax.)     Adds    Sec.    18,    Art.    XIII,    re  gross 
income  tax.

No  person  to  be  denied  pension  because  of  properly  or  income  of  another,  or  ability 
of  relative  to  support  him.  No  i)ension  granted  to  l)e  terminated  or  reduced  except 
after  court  hearing.  Applicant  or  recipient  aggrieved  by  any  administrative  ruling 
to  have  right  to  court  determination  of  issue. 

S.C.A.  13— SEAWELL.     (Gov.  Eff.)     Amends  Sec.  22,  Art.  XX,  re  intoxicating 
liquors. 

Eliminates  restrictions  on  freedom  of  Legislature  in  regulating  intoxicating 
liquors,  except  that  prohibition  or  local  ojition  shall  not  be  enacted  except  by 
initiative.

Provides  for  investment  and  reinvestment  of  new  funil.  Provides  means  of  appro- 
priation from  new  fund  and  declares  policy  to  keep  it  intact  for  use  during  times 
of  economic  depressions.

Adds  more  detailed  list  of  definitions  of  place  of  accommodation,  and  makes 
operator  of  place  guilty  of  violation  of  .section  for  posting  or  circulating  notice  that 
accommodations  shall  be  withheld  from  any  person  on  grounds  of  race,  creed,  or  color. 
Not  applicable  to  private  communication  in  response  to  specific  inquiry.  Makes  vio- 
lation a  misdemeanor,  incn  msos  civil  penalty  to  range  $100-$500. 
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A.B.  28— SAWALLISCH.     (M.  V.)     Adds  Sec.  510.5,  Veh.  C,  re  speed  limit. 

Provides  war  emergency  speed  limit  to  be  fixed  by  Director  of  Motor  Vehicles 
(()  override  conflicting  Veh.  C.  provisions,  such  speed  limit  to  be  changed  as  condi- 
tions justify  and  to  be  based  upon  speed  limits  fixed  by  TJ.  S.  military  or  civilian 
agencies,  age  and  condition  of  vehicles  in  use,  availability  of  tires,  highway  condi- 
tions, and  other  factors  to  promote  National  war  efforts.  Until  director  acts,  speed 
limit  to  be  35  m.p.h. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

(R.  &  H.)  Amends  Sec.  980,  S.  &  H.  C,  to 
delete  requirement  that  annual  classificition  of  county  highways  includes 
traffic  density.

.'Jiifficient  to  pay  expenses  of  taking  and  keeping  safely  property  to  be  plnce<l  in 
warehouse  or  in  custody  of  keeper  for  period  not  to  exceed  five  days,  and  to  make 
written  demand  for  further  deposit  to  cover  estimated  expenses  for  periods  not  to 
exceed  five  days  each  where  further  detention  of  said  property  is  required.  Pro- 
vides said  property  must  be  released  when  such  money  is  not  paid  as  demanded.

000,000,  which  shall  not  revert  to  the  General  Fund.  The  boani  may  make  loans 
in  its  discretion  to  any  person,  partnership,  corporation,  or  business  trust,  to  prevent 
unemployment,  conserve  and  develop  natural,  social  and  economic  resources,  promote 
the  development  of  new  industries,  create  new  markets,  provide  for  postwar  adjust- 
ment and  reconstruction,  and  encourage  economic  and  social  improvement. 

A.B.  660 — KILPATRICK  AND  OTHERS.    (Soc.  W.)    Amends  and  adds  numer- 
ous sections,  Ch.  1,  Div.

Dispenses  with  notice  required  to  have  been  given  or  served  or  to  be  given 
or  served  personally  by  mail  or  otherwise  to  any  enemy  or  ally  of  enemy  as  defined 
in  the  Trading  With  tlie  Enemy  Act,  or  to  or  upon  any  person  with  whom  coili- 
munication  is  made  unlawful  by  any  law  of  the  United  States  or  rule  or  proclama- 
tion issued  thereunder,  by  virtue  of  any  law,  contract,  or  agreement  to  give  notice 
or  in  those  cases  where  notice  is  a  condition  precedent  to  taking  any  action  or 
terminating  any  such  contract  or  agreement.  Provides  that  act  shall  apply  retro- 
actively. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

Adds  Sec.  375,  C.  C,  re  costs  in  actions  involv- 
ing corporations. 

Authorizes  court  to  assess  reasonable  expenses,  including  attorneys'  fees, 
against  losing  party  where  corporation  sues  by  shareholders,  creditors,  receiver,  or 
trustee  against  director,  officer,  or  employee  for  tort.s  against  corporation  arising 
out  of  employment.

Makes  blind  persons  regularly  matriculated  in  colleges  or  universities  and  blind 
residents  of  this  State  previously  serving  with  armed  forces,  eligible  for  aid.

Exempts  from  sales  and  use  taxes  meals  served  by  school  and  school  organ- 
izations to  students  or  teachers  and  meals  served  by  employers  or  employee  organ- 
izations to  employees  working  on  a  particular  project. 
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Exempts  from  snles  and  use  taxes  nonreturnable  containers  when  si)ld  without 
contents  to  persons  who  plaee  contents  therein  and  sell  them  and  returnaWe  con- 
tainers when  sold  with  contents. 

To  take  elTect  immediately,  tax  levy,  to  be  operative  July  1,  1943. 

A.B.  685 — LYOX.    f.Tud.)     Amends  Sec.  10.34.  Pol.  C.  re  communications  by  mail. 

Requires  State  or  State  ajrency  to  consider  remittance,  re<l'iired  by  law.  as 
received  on  date  it  was  mailed  if  proof  made  that  mailing  occurre<l  prior  to  day 
shown  by  post-office  cancellation  mark.

Extends  Section  311  to  cover  lending,  selling  and  giving  away  or  offering  to  do

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obtained.  Excepts  medical  books  and  college  courses,  classical  literature,  news- 
papers, public  libraries,  judicial  proceedings,  and  radio  broadcasting.

Postpones  for  one  year  provision  requiring  tax  collectors  to  send  notice  of 
termination  of  right  of  redemption  to  last  a.ssessee  of  tax-deeded  property.

Chapter  14,  Statutes  of  1043,  approved  February  5,  1943,  in  effect  immediately.

Defines  burglary  insurance  to  include  all  risk  coverage  of  moneys,  coins, 
securities,  etc.,  and  excludes  valuable  papers  which  fire  insurer  may  write  as  indicated 
above.    Also  excludes  property  in  custody  of  carrier  for  hire  or  in  the  mail. 

A.B.  1013— MALONEY,  MILLER,  AND  HAGGERTY.  (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends 
Sec.  108,  Ins.  C,  re  classifications  of  insurance. 
Liability  insurance  broadened  to  include  medical,  hospital,  suigical  and  funeral 
benefits  for  third  parties,  irrespective  of  liabilit.v  of  insured,  and  permits  writing  of 
medical  reimbursement  covering  named  insured  in  connection  with  liability  coverage 
of  motor  vehicle. 

A.B.  1014— MALONEY,  MILLER,  AND  HAGGERTY.  (Tin.  &  Ins.)  Adds 
Sees.  10176,  10206.5  and  10641..5,  amends  Sees.  10202,  10203,  10206, 
10270.5,  10270.55,  10270.9,  10270.93  and  10342,  Ins.  C,  re  life  and 
disability  insurance. 

Authorizes  disability  policies  to  provide  for  reimbursement  rfor  medical,  surgi- 
cal or  hospital  benefits  in  lieu  of  fixed  indemnities  and  for  payment  of  such  charges 
to  persons  who  render  services  (Sees.  10176,  10342). 

At  present  group  life  policy  must  cover  at  least  50  employees  and  not  less  than 
75  per  cent  of  group  of  employees.  Amendment  makes  these  provisions  applicable 
only  when  policy  is  issued  and  provides  for  termination  if  thereafter  number  or 
percentage  becomes  less  and  the  employee  contribution  exceeds  $1  per  month  per

As  to  policies  issued  to  employers,  the  bill  requires  insurance  be  offered  to  all 
employees  or  to  classes  thereof  where  cl.isses  are  based  on  conditions  pertaining  to 
employment ;  and  that  plan  preclude  selection  by  individual  employees  of  amount 
of  coverage.  As  to  policies  issued  to  associations,  bill  requires  insurance  to  be 
offered  to  all  members;  that  it  cover  not  less  than  50  per  cent  of  members  eligible; 
that  premium  be  paid  by  pay  roll  deduction  or  by  some  person  on  behalf  of  the 
association  ;  and  that  plan  preclude  selection  by  individual  members  of  amount  of 
coverage  (Sees.  10270.5,  10270.55). 

Recasts  cross  reference  in  provisions  governing  group  and  family  expense  dis- 
ability policies,  to  make  it  clear  that  standard  provisions  applicable  to  other  disability 
policies  are  basis  of  standard  provisions  promulgated  by  commissioner  for  group 
forms  .only  where  in  their  nature  they  are  applicable  and  permits  the  promulgation 
of  alleriuitive  standard  provisions  more  favorable  to  insured  than  statutory  stand- 
ards (Sees.  10270.0,  10270.93,  10270.95). 

Prohibits  mutual  benefit  life  associations  organized  under  Chapter  8  from 
insuring  residents  of  other  States  (Sec.  10641.5). 

A.B.  1015— MALONEY,  MILLER,  AND  HAGGERTY.     (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends 
Sees.  11493,  11502,  11505,  11507,  11510,  11512,  11513,  and  11516.5, 
adds  Sees.

Does  not  apply  to  insurance  for  which  agRregate 
annual  premium  does  not  exceed  $200.

Under  Section  7.56  an  employer  wh"  wilfully  misrepresents"  amount  or  segre- 
gation of  his  pay  roll  and  procures  lower  workmen's  compensation  premium  thereby 
is  liable  to  penalty  of  10  times  difference  between  lower  premium  and  amount  prop- 
erly payable.  Bill  fixes  statute  of  limitations  on  such  penalty  at  three  years  and 
specifies  such  period  does  not  run  during  continuance,  after  effective  date,  of  present 
war  (756.5). 

Extends  requirement  thai  reserves  be  computed  on  case  basis  for  claims  more 
than  two  years  old,  to  all  claims.

Adds  to  forbidden  occupations 
those  involving  explosives,  moving  machinery,  building  or  construction,  deliveries 
from  motor  vehicles,  alcoholic  beverages,  selling  in  street  other  than  on  sidewalks, 
or  knives  or  axes.

C.  by  adding  and 
repealing  numerous  sections,  repealing  Sec.  400,  Veh.  C,  and  certain 
conflicting  acts  regarding  liability  of  the  State,  its  subdivisions  and  of 
public  officers  and  employees. 

Defines  political  subdivision  as  including  every  city,  county,  district,  public 
and  quasi  public  corporation  and  political  subdivision  in  State. 

Groups  and  recasts  law  relating  to  liability  of  the  State,  of  such  political  sub- 
divisions and  of  public  officers  and  employees  for  negligence. 

Restates  without  substantial  change  the  provisions  of  existing  law  relative 
to  liability  of  political  subdivisions  for  the  dangerous  and  defective  condition  of 
public  property  and  makes  Stale  also  liable  in  respect  to  dangerous  or  defective 
condition  of  property  under  its  control. 

Clarifies  law  requiring  filing  of  90-day  claim  in  cases  of  liability  of  pblitical 
subdivisions  or  of  State  officers  and  employees  for  negligent  acts  or  omissions. 

Continues  present  authorization  for  insurance  against  such  liability,  including 
insurance  protection  to  officers  and  employees.  Authorizes  compromise  of  claims 
with  approval  of  Attorney  General  or  attorney  for  the  political  subdivision.

A.B.  1457 — ALLEN.  (W.  &  M.)  Appropriates  $14,000  to  pay  claim  of  Severns

A.B.  1458— GAFFNEY,    WOLLENBERG,    AND    .TOHNSON.    (Ed.)  Amends 
Sec.  5.770,  Sch.  C,  and  Sec.  14001,  Ed.  C,  re  noncertificated  employees. 
Requires  governing  board  to  employ  and  fix  compensation  of  persons  in  execu- 
tive or  technical  positions. 

(G.  E.  &  E.)  Amends  Sec.  5287,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  outdoor 
advertising. 

Reduces  from  300  to  200  feet  the  distance  from  intersection  of  highway  or 
railroad  or  both  in  which  it  is  not  permissible  to  place  signs.

Includes  in  definition  of  oleomargarine,  mixtures  and  compounds  containing 
milkfat  which  does  not  meet  standards  for  butter. 

A.B.  1461— BURNS.    (L.  S.  &  D.)    Amends  Sec.  521,  Ag.  C,  re  unsalted  butter. 

^  Deletes  requirement  that  butter  with  less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent  salt 
must  contain  82.5  per  cent  milkfat,  thus  making  milkfat  requirement  for  all  butter 
80  per  cent. 
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A.B.  1462— PRICE  AND  OTHERS.    (C,  N.  R.,  &  P.)    New  act,  re  Postwar 
Planning  Board. 

Creates  the  board  to  consist  of  the  Director  of  Finance,  Director  of  Public 
Worlts,  and  Chairman  of  the  State  Planning  Board,  and  authorizes  the  employment 
of  personnel  and  the  incurring  of  necessary  expenses.

Exempts  wood  frame  buildin;;  designed  and  constructed  for  use  as  dwelling 
for  not  more  than  two  families,  wbotber  or  not  located  outside  of  city  limits,  and 
includes  all  nonwood  frame  buildings  designed  and  constructed  for  two-family  resi- 
dence and  located  outside  of  cities.

gencies: (e)  to  assist  in  a  sound  program  of  rubber  and  tire  consen-ation. 

Members  of  commission  to  serve  without  pay  but  to  receive  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses  incurred  in  performance  of  such  work,  and  the  commission 
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work  to  be  done  through  officers  and  employees  of  Departments  of  Public  Works  and 
Motor  Vehicles,  the  expenditures  made  by  such  department  to  be  a  proper  charge 
against  the  funds  of  such  department. 

This  act  to  remain  in  force  until  the  ninety-first  day  after  final  adjournment  of 
the  Fifty-sixth  Regular  Session  of  the  Legislature,  or  cessation  of  hostilities  whichever 
first  occurs.

Provides  pedestrians  on  highways  or  streets  at  nights  shall  wear  a  white  article 
of  clothing  or  to  carry  white  article  that  may  be  seen  from  all  directions,  not  smaller 
than  two  square  inches. 

A.B.  1483— O'DAY  AND  OTHERS.  (Elec.  &  Reap.)  Amends  numerous  sections, 
Elee.  C,  re  precinct  boards,  sponsors'  certificates,  declaration  of  candi- 
dacy. 

Provides  that  registrar  of  voters  may  appoint  qualified  voters  from  any  precinct 
within  city  and  county  if  a  sulficient  number  of  qualified  persons  to  constitute  pre- 
cinct boards  resident  in  such  precinct,  have  not  applied  for  such  position.

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A.B.  1497— CARLSON,  JOHNSON,  AND  WOLLKNBERG  (By  request).  (L.  & 
C.)  Ampnds  Sec.  7329,  Lab.  C,  which  requires  every  per.son  owninp; 
or  entitled  to  possession  of  any  building  to  install  and  maintain  .safety 
devices  upon  windows  of  such  building,  to  extend  time  for  compliance 
until  six  months  following  termination  of  war. 

A.B.  1498— HAWKINS.  Mud.)  Amends  Sec.  090.11,  O.  C.  P.,  re  exemption  of 
earnings  of  defendant  from  attachment  or  execution. 
Existing  law  exoinpts  one-half  earnings  of  debtor  for  30  days  preceding  levy 
where  necessary  for  his  own  or  family's  .support,  or  all  such  earnings  if  necessary 
for  support  of  family  residing  in  State  unless  incurred  for  common  necessaries  or  for 
wages  of  employee.

6007,  6009,  6051  and  6201, 
Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  sales  and  use  taxes,  making  no  substantial  change 
in  existing  law. 

A.B.  1791— SAM  L.  COLLINS.  (Pub.  M.)  Amends  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Act,  re  licenses. 
Eliminates  from  provisions  that  no  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  or  officer, 
director  or  agent  of  such,  shall  hold  off-sale  distilled  spirit  licenses,  the  exception 
in  favor  of  stockholder,  member,  officer  or  director  of  corporation  which  held  whole- 
saler's distilled  spirits  license  in  force  on  May  1,  1937.
